Republican Candidate For V ice-Presi- 
cc t 
Wr t s E l u siv ely on the 
Financial 
Question—Planks 
of 
Democratic Platform Denounced — 
He Pledges Loyal Service. 


Paterson, Sept. IO.—G arret A. Ho- 
barth has given out his formal letter of 
acceptance of the republican vice-presi 
dential nom ination, in which he says: 
The Hon. Charles W. Fairbanks and 
others of the notification com m ittee oi: 
the republican national convention 
Gentlem en: I have already, in accept 
ing the nom ination for the office of the 
vice-presidency tendered me by the na­ 
tional republican convention, expressed 
my approval of the platform adopted 
by th at body as the party basis of 
doctrine. 
In accordance w ith accepted 
usage I beg now to supplem ent that 
brief statem ent of my views by some 
additional reflections upon the ques­ 
tions which are in debate before th< 
American people. 
“The platform declarations in ref­ 
erence to the money question express 
clearly and unm istakably the attitude 
of the republican party as to this su­ 
prem ely im portant subject. 
We stand 
unqualifiedly for honesty in finance and 
the perm anent adjustm ent of our mon 
etary system, in the m ultifarious activ­ 
ities of trade and commerce, to the ex­ 
isting gold standard of value. We hold 
th a t every dollar of currency issued by 
the United States, w hether of gold, sil­ 
ver or paper, m ust be worth a dollar in 
gold, w hether in the pocket of the man 
who loils for hi3 d~ily bread, in the 
vault of the savings bank which holds 
his deposit, or in the exchanges 
of 
the world. The dollar of our country, 
w hether of gold or silver, should be of 
the full value of IOO cents, and by so 
m uch as any dollar is worth less than 
this in the m arket by precisely that 
sum will some one be defrauded. 
“If we are to continue to hold our 
place am ong the great commercial na­ 
tions we m ust cease juggling with this 
question and make our honesty of pur­ 
pose clear to the world. It is desirable 
th a t we should make it known at once 
and authoritatively that an ‘honest dol­ 
lar’ means any dollar equivalent to a 
gold dollar of the present standard of 
Weight and fineness. The world should 
likewise be assured th at the standard 
dollar of America Is as inflexible a 
quantity ae the French Napoleon, the 
B ritish sovereign or the German 20- 
m ark piece. 
“The free coinage of silver at the 
ratio of 16 to I is a policy which no 
nation has ever before proposed, and it 
Is not today perm itted in any m int in 
the world—not even in Mexico. 
It 13 
proposed to m ake the coinage unlim it­ 
ed, at an absolutely fictitious ratio, 
fixed w ith no reference to intrinsic val­ 
ue or pledge of ultim ate redemption. 
W ith silver at its present price of less 
than 70 cents an ounce in the m arket, 
such a policy m eans 
an 
immediate 
profit to the seller of silver for which 
there is*no return now or hereafter to 
the people 
or the 
government. 
It 
m eans th at for each dollar’s worth of 
silver bullion delivered at the m int 
practically $2 of stamped coin will be 
given in exchange. 
For $100 worth of 
bullion nearly 200 silver dollars will be 
delivered. 
“Any attem pt on the p art of the gov­ 
ernm ent to create by its fiat, money 
of a fictitious value, would dishonor us 
in the eyes of other peoples, and bring 


ndss. 
Are Oley not ennitea to reserve I 
in full, with interest, all they have so 
deposited? Any legislation that would 
reduce it by the value of a single dime 
would be an intolerable wrong to each 
depositor. Every bank or banker who 
has accepted the earnings of these m il­ 
lions of dollars to the credit of our 
citizens m ust be required to pay them 
back in money not one w hit less valu­ 
able than that which these banks and 
bankers received in trust. 
“There are, in this country, nearly 
6,000 building and loin associations, 
with shareholders to the num ber of 
1,800,000, and with assets amounting 
to more than $500,000,000. 
They have 
aided in the erection of over 1,000,000 
of houses, which are now affording 
com fort and shelter for 5,000,000 of our 
thrifty people. 
“Free coinage at the arbitrary rate 
of sixteen ounces of silver to one of 
gold would be equivalent to the con­ 
fiscation of nearly half the savings that 
these people have invested. The mag­ 
nitude of the disaster which would 
overtake these and cognate interests 
becomes the more strikingly apparent 
when considered 
in 
the aggregate. 
Stated broadly, the savings banks, life 
insurance and assessm ent companies 
and building and loan associations of 
the country hold in tru st $15,309,717,- 
381. 
The debasem ent of the currency 
to a silver basis, as proposed by the 
Chicago platform , would wipe out at 
one blow approxim ately $7,963,504,856 
of this aggregate. 
According to the 
report of the departm ent of agriculture 
the total value of the main cereal crops 
in this country in 1894 was $995,438,- 
107. 
So th at the total sum belonging 
to the people, and held in trust in 
these institutions, which would be ob­ 
literated by the trium ph of free and 
unlim ited silver coinage, would be sev­ 
en and one-half times the total value 
of the annual cereal crop of the United 
States. 
The total value of the m anu­ 
factured products of the country for 
the census year of 1890 was $9,372,537,- 
283. The establishm ent of a silver ba­ 
sis of value, as now proposed, would 
entail a loss to these three interests 
alone equal to 85 per cent of this enor­ 
mous output of all the m anufacturing 
industries of the union, and would af­ 
fect directly nearly one-third of its 
whole population. 
“The proposition for free and unlim ­ 
ited silver coinage, carried to its logic­ 
al conclusion, and but one is possible, 
means, as before intim ated, legislative

SEASON OF VIOLENT STORM S 
BEGINS. 
BRYAN’S FORMAL LETTER OF 
ACCEPTANCE. 


The Atlantic Coast Visited By a Min­ 
atare Hurricane—Much Damage of 
a Minor Character Reported—No 
Lives Lost—Vessels Are Wrecked 
But Crews Are Rescued. 


Boston, Mass., Sept. 
IO.—The first 
West India hurricane of the season ar­ 
rived off this city W ednesday, after a 
long but eventful journey from the tro­ 
pics. 
The storm increased consider­ 
ably in energy as it came up the coast, 
and made itself felt here at an early 
hour in the morning, when the wind 
began piping up from the eastward. 
By IO o’clock the wind had attained the 
velocity of a gale, and the authorities 
a t W ashington ordered up the hurri­ 
cane signals all along the coast. 
Rain 
began falling about noon, and contin­ 
ued with but little interm ission ever 
since, four-tenths of an inch being re­ 
corded up to IO o’clock at night. 
Re­ 
ports from along the shore show that 
the storm is a severe one. 
The gr^at height of the tide warned 
many of the cottagers along the shore, 
and many abandoned 
their 
summer 
homes . 
The wind in many instances 
drove the sea high upon the beaches, 
wrecking houses. 
A dispatch from Newport, 
R. 
I., 
states that the Helen F. W hitten of 
Gloucester, one of the finest vessels of 
the fishing fleet, missed stays while try ­ 
ing to make harbor and was blown on 
the rocks. 
The crew of eighteen men 
were taken off with a breeches buoy 
while the schooner pounded her bot­ 
tom out and wil undoubtedly prove a 
total loss. 
The wind along the Rhode Island 
coast is blowing a gale and the sea is 
tremendous. A fishing schooner went 
ashore off Point Judith and was wreck­ 
ed in the breakers, the crew of nine 
men being rescued by a passing steam ­ 
er.

It will be noticed that, while the United 
States guarantees to every state a re­ 
publican form of government and is 
empowered lo protect each state against 
invasion, it is not authorized to inter­ 
fere in the domestic affairs of any state 
except upon application of the legisla­ 
ture of the state or upon the applica­ 
tion of the executive when the legis­ 
lature cannot be convened. Those who 
framed our constitution wisely deter­ 
mined to make as broad an applica­ 
tion of the principles of local self-gov­ 
ernm ent as circumstances would per­ 
mit, and we cannot dispute the correct­ 
ness of the position taken oy 
them 
without expressing a distrust of the 
people themselves.

the banks persistently demand 
that 
these United States notes, which draw 
no interest shall give place to inter­ 
est-bearing bonds in order th at the 
banks may collect the interest which 
the people now save. To empower na­ 
tional banks to issue circulating notes 
is to grant a valuable privilege to a fa­ 
vored class, surrender to private cor­ 
porations the control over the volume 
of paper money and build up a class 
which will claim a vested interest in 
the nation’s 
financial 
policy. 
Our 
United States notes, commonly known 
as greenbacks, being redeemable 
in 
either gold or silver at the option of 
the government and not at the option 
of the holder, are safer and cheaper 
for the people than national bank notes 
based upon interest-bearing bonds. 
“The democratic party is opposed to 
trusts. It would be recreant to its duty 
to the people of the country if it recog­ 
nized either the moral or the legal 
right of these great aggregations of 
wealth to stifle competition, bankrupt 
rivals and then prey upon society. 
“The right of the United States gov­ 
ernm ent to regulate interstate

• xpense being t i or $5 a day exclusive 
of the coal used, for which the city is 
W ing-,; 
Alderman Stoddard said last night, 
th at he thought the city ought to ,use 
ihe roller to run the crusher, instead 
of le ttirg the roller stand idle and 
rust out, while money paid out in 
hiring an engine th at would do no 
better work. 
The roller would run 
the crusher at a considerable saving, 
too, he thought, as the only expense 
would be the hiring of an engineer, 
and 
the coal, 
whereas the city is 
ne w paying for an engineer, the coal, 
i nd the use of an engine. 
W hat to do with the roller seems to 
be quite a question. 
It cannot be 
used to build streets, 
w ithout doing 
the work under the special assessment 
plan—which means that a majority 
of the interested property 
owners 
must sign a petition to have the work 
done. 
Work done with the roller cannot 
be classed as "repairs,” it is said, be­ 
cause the charter provides th at "m a­ 
cadamizing or re-macadamizing” must 
be done by special assessment only.

An Impressive Statement. 
Suffrage has grown to such an old 
story! We women have been tugging at 
the elbows of the government to gain 
recognition for about 50 years. 
One 
generation of men passes away and an­ 
other takes its place, and still we plead. 
That was a rather forceful picture 
Miss Anthony made as she addressed 
the committee in the assembly chamber 
at Albany at the time of the constitu­ 
tional convention hearing. She was 70. 
The oldest man in the committee was 
80. She made the following impressive 
statement: 1 ‘Gentlemen of the judiciary 
committee, 40 years ago I stood here, 
asking of your fathers the same thing I 
am asking of you today. ” The commit­ 
tee looked uncomfortable and shifted 
about uneasily in their chairs. She was 
white haired and venerable, and they 
might have been her grandsons, as far 
as years were concerned. Her speech on 
that occasion was followed by Mrs. L il­ 
lie Devereux Blake’s speech, in which 
that lady set forth the legal points bear­ 
ing on the case. This was, in turn, fol­ 
lowed by Mrs. Mary Seymour Howell, 
who spoke from the home and the heart 
to the homes and the hearts of her au­ 
ditors.
